Malian Troops Occupied the 


Turkish City Under Protection 
of Their Warships 


ENTHUSIASM DISPLAYED 


WHEN ITALIANS LANDED 


It Is Said That Some of the 


Inhabitants of Tripoli Cheer-' 
ed When Troops Entered the 
City—Few People Killed by 
the Bombardment of the Ital- 
ian Fleet. 


London, October 5.—The Italian flag 
floats over Sultania fort at Tripoli, 
which is occupied by landing parties. 
Part af the fleet is anchored in the 
harbor and the warships lie a short 
distance from the dismantled fortifica- 
tions.. Few bodies of Turks have been! 
found among the ruins of the forts, and 
apparently no great number of Turks 
were killed by the bombardment. 

According to a Constantinople re- 
not yet confirmed, the Italian 
Warships today bombarded Benghazi 
and Derne. Various rumors concern- 
ing a naval engagement in Turkish 
waters, an attack against Mytilene and 
the blowing up of the Italian battle- 
ship Conten-di-Cavour at Tripoli, have 
not yet been confirmed from any quar- 
ter. 

An interesting report is current from 
Constantinople that while Germany fa- 
vors the adoption of the Italian ulti- 
matum as the basis of peace negotia- 
tions, Great Britain proposes that Trip- 
oli shall become a privileged tributary 
Turkish vilayet under jotnt Turco- 
Italian administration, thus retaining 
the suzerainty of the sultan.

UP TO GUVERNUT 


The Question May Be Settled 


Without Litigation, 


At Hearing Thursday the Lease 
Contract Was Discussed--The 
Lessee Denies Right of State 
to Fix Rates From Georgia 
Points to Chattanooga. 


The question of enforcing the lease 
contract of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad with reference to rates to and 
from points in Georgia to Chattanooga, 
Tenn., may be settled without litiga- 
tion, 

As ythe result of the hearing held 
yesterday Governor Smith, during 
which the question of rates was thor- 
oughly thresheg out, an agreement may 
be reached whereby the rates complain- 
ed of may be satisfactorily adjudged. 

The question at issue is whether or 
not the state has authority to empow- 
er the railroad commission to fix the 
rates on the state road from Chatta- 
nooga to Georgia ‘points, even though 
the act authorizing the lease presumes 
to confer that power and even though 
the lease contract provides that the 
lessee shall apply the Georgia classifi- 
cation to shipments instead of the 
southern classification, which is higher 
in a number of instances. 

Lease Denies Right. 

The lessee dentes this right. It 
cenied that the law confers any power 
on the commission to fix interstate 
rates and it is stated that if any at- 
tempt were made to confer this power 
it would be interference with interstate 
commerce and an encroachment upon 
&@ privilege guaranteed only to the in- 
terstate commerce commission. 

The hearing held by the governor 
lasted all day and at jts close he as- 
sured the representatives of the lessee, 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
Railroad company, that he does not in- 
tend to take any hasty action in the 
matter: He will give it thorough con- 
sideration and will confer with the 
railroad commission, the attorney gen- 
eral and Special Attorney Hines. 

The governor intimated, however, 
that he thinks the question of such 
importance that the right of the state 
to control the rates on its own road, even 
though it involves interstate traffic, 
should be given a test and if some sat- 
isfactory agreement is not reached it 
is evident the purpose of the governor 
to instruct the attorney general: to 
take the case into he courts. “ 

The lessee, was representeg at the 
hearing by Judge Claude Waller, of 
Nashville; Attorneys Tye, Peeples, Bry- 
an & Jordan, of Atlanta, and Traffic 
Manager H. F. Smith. 

During the hearing in the afternoon 
the governor had sitting with him 
Chairman H. Warner Hil], Commission- 
ers Candler and Hillyer and Rate Ex- 
pert Webster and Special Attorney 
Hines, of the railroad commision. and 
Attorney General Felder. 

Candler Mak-s Denial. 

Judge Waller and Mr. Smith, during 
the course of their argument, intimated 
very plainly that the railroad commis- 
sion has assumed the attitude of 
pressing the lease case against the 
lessee. 

This insinuation shortly afterward 
leq Commissioner Candler gently but 
firmly to disclaim any intention on the 
part of the commission to press the 
case. 

“We have nothing to do with it.’ said 
he. “‘We are up here because the gov- 
ernor askeg us to come. We heard ar- 
Zument at length on the case last fall 
and decided we had no jurisdiction, bur 
submitteg the case to Governor Brown 
to do with it as he saw fit. We made 
no suggestions to him about it and we 
did not take the initiative in this case. 
The Atlanta Freight Bureau brought it 
up to us, and we put it up to Governor 
Brown.”

A CONSTRUCTIVE UNREST. 


He who thinks on the surface only may see little analogy be- 


that today underlies civilization as a subdued motif, and from which 
not even this country is exempt. Yet the new factor of coopération: 
in government, which the league. typifies, is the surest sign of a' 
the later organization of the “house of governors,” as well as the 
banding together of officials having to do’with phases innumerable 
of town, city, state and federal administration contribute to the. 
same end. 

We live in an age the essential keynote of which might be called, 
educational alertness. Intensive civilization has ‘brought its co 
plexities, but also its compensations. For one thing, it has, by An- 
creasing. and simplifying means ‘of communication, lessened the 
distances between humanity. To indulge in a seeming paradox, it 
is making humanity more human, certainly more reasonable. It 1s 
demonstrating to the ruler of the village. and the president of the 
nation that both have problems in common, the difference being 
that those of the one are pitched on a gigantic and of the other on 
a minute scale. 

The mayor of Atlanta, for illustration, finds he may receive 
light from the mayor of Detroit or of New York. And the. executive 
of the metropolis will not, if he be a man of. the receptivity which. 
should be a qualification for his position, despise the intellectual 


of an American hamlet has applied some-world-old principle to a 
modern condition. 

The tendency is one of the most. hopeful signs for, one of the 
staunchest friends of genuine democracy. For where toleration 
and coeperation exist, there also flourishes the spirit which must 
inform rule by the people, if that system of government is to be 
a reality and not an abstraction. . 

The remedy or the palliative that has brought relief in one 
county or one state may be wholly impracticable in another. But 
its very discussion will provide the mental stimulus and the on- 
guard attitude that distinguishes the government that is living and 
that can renew itseli, from the government that stagnates from pop- 
ular indifference. 

The entity that should be most fully awakened to need of co- 
operation in government is, of course, the people. Leaders and of- 
ficials may furnish clearing houses for views and discuss solutions 
endlessly, but unless the electorate is judicially alive, such energieg 
will be expended in vain. 

Happily, the masses in America, the world over for that mat- 
tér, today appear vigilant toward public policies in a degree that is 
absolutely ufiique, whether under the rule of the czar in Russia or 
the latest fashion in petty dictators in Central America. 

We talk learnedly and, in some quarters, fearsomely, of the un- 
rest that today broods over civilization. 

Yet here, slowly evolving in the crucibles of time, is its specific 
—an awakened and cooperating body of leaders, and an awakened 
and inquiring body of the governed. If there. be unrest as wide as 
civilization, it is a healthful and a constructive, not a nihilistic or 
pessimistic unrest. 

Where men of minds as far apart as the poles obey the Biblical 
injunction to reason together, there is germinating progress, sure, 
if gradual, toward a “further north” of governmental achievement. 
And the League of American Municipalities, the activities of which 
set us to considering the subject, is just one symptom of the co- 
operative leaven that is working wherever men think in terms of 
hope or in moods of inspired dissatisfaction with methods of ruler- 
ship short of what they should be.

The Johnsons operate a store just 
Over the clay limit line in the soutnern 
part of the city. 

The courthouse was crowded during 
the trial of Mrs. Johnson. She is well 
known in Statesboro.
